THe meeting last evening of the Repub- 
licah National Committee was unproductive of 
any definit result so far as concerns the settie- 
ment of the two most vital preliminariés—viz. : 
the setting aside of the unit rule in the tempo- 
rary orgauization so that the Convention may 
be left free and untrammeled in the decision of 
that question as it shall deem best When it shall 
be fully organized, and the revision of the roll 
of delegates.

THE ANTI-GRANT MEETING. 

The people protest against the third term. 
The immense popular outpotring at the Ball 
Park last night was conclusive evidence of 
this. Though the meet had been insuffi- 
ciently advertised, and few speakers of prom- 
inencesvere announced, the grounds were 
densely crowded. At least 10,000 persons were 
in att@ndance. There were three times as 
many present as at the Grant meeting across 
the street. 

The tone of the meeting was unmistak- 
able. ‘The most radical utterances were the 
most loudly cheered. The people declared 
that they would not submit to Boss rule; that 
they would not have a third term; that they 
would defeat the villainous attempt to de- 
prive them of their liberties, A more earnest 
audience was never seen In Chicago. People 
came there determined to be pleased—with 
everything or anything but Grant. But they 
hissed the third term. They drowned in 
groans a complimentary aliusion to Grant 
They shouted themselves hoarse for Blaine, 
Washburne, and Edmunds. 

Speakers from New York, Fennsytwunla, 
Indiana, and New Hampshire declared that 
those States would be lost to the Republican 
party by a third-term campaign; and their 
manner, as well as their high personal char- 
actér, convinced those present that they 
spoke the words of sobernéss and truth. 

The Grant meeting across the street was, 
so fat as any demonstration in favor of the 
third term was concerned, an acknowledged 
failure. Half the audience was an overflow 
from thé anti-Grant meeting, and Blaine's 
name called forth nearly as much applause 
as Grant’s. The Grant meeting adjourned 
and the lights were put out long before the 
anti-Grant meeting was over. The applause, 
when it came at all, was sullen and dubious. 
Stewart Woodford, of New York, was the 
only speaker that aroused the audience at all. 
and he had to depend on such hackneyed 
phrases as that the Republican party would 
support the nominee, whoever he might be. 
What a falt Was this from the late pretense 
of “spontaneity” for the third-term con- 
DU 

The subjoined protest will unquestionably 
be received by the thousands of people in at- 
tendance upon the National Convention with 
as much satisfaction as surprise. Ever 
since it was khowf that there was a de fection 
in the New York delegation; an opposition 
to Conkling and the machine, that machine 
leader has claimed that it was a trivial 
matter, a thing easily to be remedied when 
the delegation assembled at Chicago. Even 
last night he carried his imperious 
manner about him and proclaimed his ability 
and power to vote the New York delegation 
as he pleased. But this protest, signed as it 
is by nineteen delegates representing thir- 
teen districts, is a solemn warning that these 
gentlemen have enlisted for the campaign, 
and. in the languare of Senator Woodin, 
burned their bridges behind them. At a late 
hour last night Roscoe Conkimg was in- 
formed of this action on the part of his asso- 
ciates, and for the first time in his life he re- 
alized his danger and was completely broken 
up. To-day the imperious Roscoe will be as 
mild as a sucking dove:

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SHALL THE MAJORITY RULE? 

In another place we have stated the case of 
the delegates elected by the Lancaster (Penn- 
Sylvania) Congressional district, claiming 
seats in the National Convention. That dis- 
trict is represented by two men appointed by 
Mr. Cameron. 

In IIlinois there are twenty delegates ap- 
pointed by District Conventions, represént- 
ing ten Congressional districts; those dis- 
tricts are claiined to be represented by twenty 
delegates appointed by Mr. Logan. This a 
Convention of the Republican party, sup- 
posed to represent the sentaments of the Re- 
publicans of the country. Shall it be a Con- 
vention of that kind, composed of delegates 
elected by the peopte to represent the people, 
or shall it be a Convention of delegates ap- 
pointed by Logan, Cameron, and Conkling, to 
represent Logan, Cameron, and Conkling, and 
to ratify their orders and decrees? Shall the 
votesof over 100 delegates representing Con- 
gressional districts utterly opposed to 
a third-term candidate te not only 
suppressed, but forcibly, against the protests 
of the delegates, counted fer a third term? 
Is that a free Convention? Is that a Conven- 
tion representing thé sentinients and wishes 
ofthe party? Will the Republicans of one 
third of the Congressional districts of the 
country submit not only to be denied repre- 
sentation in the Convention, but also to have 
themselves represented by men not elected 
by them and voting in direct opposition to 
their wishes ? 

The State of [linofs has twenty-one Elect 
oral votes. The Republican majority in this 
State in 1876 over all opposition was only 
1,900. That Was an election when the Re- 
publicans were united. We warn the Con- 
vention that thé ten Republican Congression- 
al districts which ut is proposed to deny all 
representation in the Convention gave 28,000 
Republican majority in 1876, when Dayés 
had only 19,000 over Tilden in the whole 
State. Shall the great majority of the Re- 
publican voters of IIlinois refused repre- 
sentation in the National Republican Con- 
vention, and shail the votes to which they are 
entitled in that Convention be counted for a 
third-term candidate te whose nomination 
they are as much opposed as are the Repub- 
licans of Lancaster County, Pennsylvania?

THIRD-TERMERS DEPENDING ON TILDEN 

When the third-term boomers are con. 
fronted with the defection in the Republican 
party which the third-term issué and the 
fraud in Tinois are bound to create, @iey 
fall back upon thé prediction that this will 
be offset by the. defection in the Democratic 
party whith the nomination of Tilden wil! 
produce. They practically assume that Grant 
can beat Tilden, and that this is all that will 
be necessary. They thus reveal the weakness 
of their case. The Republicans mist nomi- 
nate aman who can beat, not the weakest, 
but the strongest, ticket the Denrocrats can 
put in the field.

ze will be nominated and withdraw. 
t may be that he will not go into the 
struggle at all, but content himself 
with naming the ¢andidate. In any 
case the Democrats will not make 
the race under Tilden. They will 
have two weeks after thé Republican nom- 
ination to canvass thé situation and deter- 
mine what the strongest ticket will be to 
meet the emergency. Four years ago the 
Republicans counted upon & Democratic 
error. The result provell that they put in 
the field their very strangest combination, as 
Tilden and Hendricks inly were at that 
time. They will folloW thé same policy tas 
year. They will nominate the men whe will 
attract the most votes in the doubtful North- 
ern States, in the confidencé that thé South 


vill be solid, by the aid of Democratit Re- 


tutning Boards, if not by votes, for the 
Democratic nominees. 

The Democratic ticket will be as strong as 
Seymour and Hendricks. 

This may not be the combination, but it 
will not be any weaker. If Grant de hom- 
inated by the Republicans, they may ton- 
clude that Indiana, where Republican senti- 
ment is almost universally hostile to a 
third term of Grant, will go Demo- 
cratic anyway, and will not demand a 
representation on the Democratic tieket. 
They may make a rush for Ohio as well as 
New York, and bait with the strongest can- 
didate in that State to catch the anti-third- 
term German and American vote. They may 
conclude that Ohio can be safely counted 
upon to vote against the thirdtepgn issue 
and put an Illinois Democrat on theif ticket 
who will be best adapted to secure the vote 
of the Illinois Republicans who were dis- 
franchised in Logan’s Convention. Seymour 
and Payne, or Thurman and Morrison, or 
Bayara and Davis, or one of thé Ohio or 
Illinois men at the head with a strong New- 
Yorker in the second place, may be their 
ticket. In any ease it will be thé strongest 
and not the weakest ticket. 

The third-termers are cOutiting Withont 
their host when they base their hope of 
electing Grant upon the nomination of Til- 
deh. The Republican Convention may pos- 
sibly be betrayed by certain desperate and 
reckless men into the nomination of Grant 
at Democratic dictation, but the Democrats 
will not commit the same mistake by nomi- 
nating Tilden because the Republicans pray 
for it. We have cited the casé of 1844, When 
the Whigs were confident. of electing Clay 
because Van Buren had already secured 
more than two-thirds of the Democtatic del 
egates. When the Democratic Convention 
met, it concluded that Van Buren was alto- 
gether too acceptable to the Whigs. Polk 
was nominated. and elected. The Demo- 
crats are not any more likely to follow Re- 
publican preferences in 1880 than they were 
to gratify the Whigs in 1844. 

The Dethocrats will nominaté their strong- 
est ticket, and they will go into the struggle 
with the solid Electoral vote of the Southern 
States, whoever the Republican candidate 
may de. In the face of this certainty the 
Republican Conventioh will deliberately com- 
mit hort-cartif it shall nominate the only 
candidate against whom there is widespread 
and pronounced antagonism in the Repub- 
lican party, Gen. Grant as a third+terth 
candidate, riding into the nomination upon 
bogus votes from Illinois, is the only man 
who answers this description.

The rivers art almost dry beds: The ther- 
mometer rfunges from WS to 105°. People 
are sunstruck, and animals are dying from 
heat. There has been no ruin for weeks, and 
the sun blazes down with intolerable fierce- 
ness. Here it is delightfully cool. Refresh- 
ing ralns have kladdened the earth and 
freshened the trees. The strong, bracing 
breezes from the lake are full of tonic, and 
infuse the worn. and enervated delegates 
from the East and South with new vigor and 
Ute, und rouse wem do the maximum of 
effort in their mission of National salvation. 
In the midst Of so much excitement the 
weather proves te be a safety-valve. In 
a hot place, ké New York or Oin 
cinnati, there might, be an explosion; in 
any event there would be great acerbity, bit- 
terness, and profanity. The gentle rains 
have not only wet down the city, but the 
Convention. The decalog is not violated. 
Notwithstanding the pot boils furiously, 
there is no loss of temper. The factions are 
polite to each other, and they urge the claims 
of their favorites with courtesy and with 
patriotic as well as political amenity. Un- 
der such favorable thermometrical conditions 
there is no question that they will meet to- 
morrow and deliberate coolly and in a states- 
manlike manner. This they never could do 
in a hot eity, for their angry passions would 
bé sure to rise, and the pot would boil over. 
Under the influence of such a genial atmos- 
phere the vietorious pafty Will conduct itself 
with becoming dignity and the defeated 
party will bear its loss with philesephical 
temper. And ail will be happy. 

It fs un Interesting feature of the pre- 
liminaries of this Convention how closely 
the general characteristics of Chicago affect 
its visitors. In their energy, their capacity 
for labor, their restiesness, and push and 
hutry, they reflect the prevailing tone of the 
city théy are visiting. They have become 
infected with It. Neverbefore in thé history 
of political conventions has there been 80 
much excitement, so much energy, so much 
fun, or so much hard work. The hoteis are 
like beehives, and the sport grows fast and 
furlous. This fs because they are in Chi- 
cago, Where everything is done in this man- 
ner. Had thé Convention been held any- 
where else, it would have been slow-going. 
In Chicago nothing is siow-going. 

The prospects therefore are good for the 
most notabte Convention ever held in this 
country, and one which will long be remém- 
bered. It is to be heped, however, that the 
delegates will not alfow their whole time to 
be Absorbed with the saving of the country. 
The country will be safe because the Con- 
vention is héld in Chicago. Whoever 15 
nominated here will get a send-off that will 
elect him. They should take some time to 
enjoy Chicago as a place of summer resort, 
and, temporarily laying aside their duties as 
statesmen, enjoy our hospitalities, our enter- 
tainments, our ¢reat lake, our fine drives, 
our magnificent system of parks, our facto- 
ries, warehouses, and Board of Trade. In 
this way they will combine pleasure with 
business, and go away ed and reinvig- 
orated for the forthconittig campaign.

délegates, and en usurped the power to 
appoint these delegates themselves, This 
was the case in the great County of Laneas- 
tar, Which is a CohgréSsional district of it- 
self, and which can give and has repeatedly 
given between 7,000 ahd 9,000 Republican 
majority. 

The délégates from Lancaster to the State 
Convention were creatures of Cameron, and 
though Lancaster County had ever side 
1856, at an election held for that purpose, 
directly appointed its own delegates to the 
National Conventions. the State Convention 
usurped the power of appointing those 
delegates for that Congresslonal dis 
trict, and ~ilistructed them to vote 
for ‘the thitd-term dchandidaté.

In 1876, 
there being no State officers to nominate, by 
unanimous consent the County Committee 
of Lancaster was authorized to appoint the 
delegates to the State Convention, the county 
reserving tte right to appoint lis own dele- 
gates to the Nationat Convention to be 
held at Cincinnath In 1880 the County 
Committee failed to call the election 
for delegates, and assumed the power 
to appoint the delegates to the State Conven- 
tion, which Convention for the first time ap- 
pointed two delegates to represent the Lan- 
caster district in the National Convention. 
These two delegates were A. J. Kauffman 
and W. K. Seltger. This unprecedented 
action created great excitement, and finally 
the County Committee by an almost unafht 
mous vote called an election in the county to 
elect tWo persons to represent the district In 
the Chicago Con vention, and also to express 
their preference for a candidate for President, 
the preference to be considered as instrue- 
tions to the delegates. This election was 
held May 22, with the following result: For 
Blaine, 8,197; Grant, 3,526; Sherman, 152; 
Washburne, 140. At the same time Abraham 
Kline received 9,145 and R. K. Martin 6,832 
votes for délégates, and Messrs. C. S. Kauff- 
man and Thomas Whitson by similar 
votes were elected alternatés. Out of 
nearly 12,000 Republican votes cast, Grant 
received only 3,500. These delegates ate 
here, claiming seats in the National ven- 
tion by virtue of their election by the votes of 
their Congressiona! district, as their predé- 
cessors have been at every National Repub- 
lican election ever held, and they should be 
seated, and the two packed misrepresenta- 
tives sent about their business. The regular 
Lancaster delegates have a strong case, and, 
powerfully backed by the michty voice of 
the Old Guard“ eonstituency, the Commit- 
tee on Crédentials will de asked to award 
seats to Messrs. Kline and Martin, and the 
Convention will unqtestionably respect the 
wishes of the “Old Guard” if the case is 
brought beforeit. 


AN APPEAL TO SOUTHERN DELEGATES. 

The Republican delegates to the National 
Convention from Southern Democfatic States 
have a graver responsibility and a more deli- 
cate mission than those who represent any 
other section of the country. They are all 
convinced that the constituencies which 
have sent them to Chicago cannot promise 
the Republican candidate a Single Elect 
oral vote. They are equally unanimous in 
the apprehension that the election of a Dem- 
ocratic President will deprive the buaiidozed 
and oppressed Reptblicans in the South of 
their last hold upon political life, and to a 
large extent of their civil rights. The only 
logical deduction from these admitted condi- 
tions is, that the common duty of the South- 
ern delegates to their constituents is to throw 
their influence in favorof the candidate most 
likely to carry the Northern States, and cer- 
tainly against any one candidate toward 
whom they shall find a widespread and de- 
termined opposition that threatens defcction 
and defeat in a single Northern State. 

The Northern advocates of Gen. Grant’s 
nomination have been giving out in an in- 
definit way that he will be able to carry three 
or four Southern States if nominated. The 
Southern delegates know this promise to be 
utterly baseless and illusive. They admit, 
whether they be Grant men or anti-Grant 
men, that not a single Electoral vote will be 
received from the South by the Republican 
nominee, whether he be Grant or somebody 
else. Those who believe that the Republie- 
ans may fairly cast a majority of votes in 
Louisiana, Mississippi, Florida, and South 
Carolina, if not intimidated or driven away 
from the polls, are convinced nevertheless 
that such a majority will never be coutited. 
They know that all the machinery for count 
ing the votes—the local Returning Boards 
and the State Returning Boards—is 
in the hands of thé Democrats, and 
they know that Democratic majorities 
will be declared whatever thé vote may be. 
The Southern delegates have completely dis- 
sipated the false notion, spread by the third- 
term boomers, that Gen. Grant can carry two 
or three Southern States. They all agree 
that he cannot get the Electoral vote of one, 
any more than any other candidate on the Re- 
publican ticket will be able to overcome the 
Democratic Returning Boards, 

The Southern delegates must tonclude, 
therefore, that the only hope of electing a 
President lies in the nomination of a man 
who ¢an carry the Northern States, and 
especially the doubtful States. 

It is obviously the duty of thé Southern 
delegates to satisfy themselves by honest and 
careful inquiry as to thé preferences of those 
States that must contribute the votes for the 
election of a Republican President, and 
especially as to their antagonisms. Let them 
go over the list of Northwestern States and 
estimate the sentiment as to the third 
term. Let them go over thé Fastern 
States, the Middle States, the New En- 
gland States, and the Pacifie States, and 
accurately determine from the repre⸗ 
sentation whether or not Gen. Grant 
is the favorit. Let them éxclude the bull 
dozed States of New York and Pennsylvania 
and the defrauded State of Illinois, and re- 
port on Grant’s strength where there has 
been a free expression of Republican preéfer- 
ences. Let them go outside of the three Con- 
suls Who are desperately urging Grant’s 
nomination, and outside of their retalners und 
dependents, and feel the popular sehtiment 
as to the availability of the thiru-term issue. 
Let them canvass the Republican voters who 
neither hold nor seek office, and ascettain for 
themselves whether these people propose to 
submit to a nomination that will be procured, 
if at all, by the disfranchisément of. a fnajor- 
ity of the Republicans of [iimois and a ma

A MODERATE ATTENDANCE AND A NOTABLE LACE 
OF ENTHUSIASM. 

The Grant meeting in Dearborn Park, while 
fairly successful numerically, was anything but 
a brilliant piece of work from a campaigning 
point of view, and itis only the truth to state 
that but for the really eloquent speech made by 
ex-Lieut.-Gov. Stewart L. Woodford, of New 
York, the gathering would have broken up very 
early and gone home the victims of disappointed 
curiosity. It became evident very shortly after 
the opening of the meeting that the moving im- 
pulse which had drawn the audience together 
was a desire to see and hear Senator Conkling. 
The first one or two speakers were heard very 
patiently, and though they failed to arouse any 
enthusiasm, their efforts did not meet with the 
responsive disapproval which was the ill-fortune 
of those whose places came later down in the 
program. It was no®@polite of the crowd to be 
so outspoken in their preferences, but it must 
nevertheless be recorded that the speeches .of 
those Who spoke after Gov. Woofdord were lost 
to a large extent in the clamor for “ Conk- 
ling!” “Conkling!” Even the son of “my 
late father,” making an unusually strenuous 
effort to become the animated echo of Judge 
Settie, failed to catch the fancy of the au dience, 
who, longing for a word or two from the ad- 
vertised Senator from New York, declined to 
listen toan elaborated comparison of “My Re- 
publicanism,” and with “My revered father’s 
Democracy,” by the unadvertised delegate-at- 
large from Illinois. The audience seemed to 
look upon the late Senator Dougias as a dead 
issue, and upon his son as a by no means 
particularily live one, and the young man 
strained his laryinx in vain in his attempt to 
save his voice from drowningin the cries of 
“Oonkling!” **Conkling!’’ ** Conkling!” 

At8 o'clock there were probably 5,000 people 
gathered upon the little park. Two platforms 
had been erected upon the Michigan avenue side 
of the park facing to the west, Lut as the crowd 
covered only about half of the park’s surface it 
concentrated chiefly in front of the southernmost 
Platform, which was occupied by the speakers 
of the evening, ladies and gentlemen, and the 
reporters, for whom an abundance of table but 
a very stinted allowance of light had been 
prepared.

The person who pre- 
pared this envelope, with the hope of deceiving 
the expert, had managed to have it postmarked as 
on the proper date, and had taken the precau- 
tion to soil it so as to give it the appearance of 
having been much handied. The cheat was in- 
stantly detected 14 Rouch. It appears that 
Donnelly and Finly have conceived the idea of 
trying to prove that the anonymous letter is in 
Springer’s vwn bandwriting. Springer prompt- 
ly tarnished the Committee to-day with a hun- 

red pagesof manuscript in his handwriting, 
and which was prepared about the same time 
that the anonymous letter was writter.

THE SITUATION FROM A GERMAN STANDPOLNT. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 

It cannot be denied that amoug the Kepublic- 
an masses—visitors und residents as well as dol- 
egates—who are opposed to a thied term tho 
feeling of encouragement is increasing hourly, 
and the determination to smash the ring-rule of 
the Grant machine is strengthened with every 
new arrival. A storm along the whole line is 
preparing, and the possibility of carrying de- 
moralizauon and desertion into the enemy's 
camp. even at the eleventh hour., assumes grad- 
ually an aspect of certainty.
